We have news of considerable interest 


and importance from the little kingdom 
of Corea. A revolution has happened ; 
the power of the Regent been over- 
thrown, and the party of the Queen 
mother, who is said to be a Christian, 
come into the ascendant. It is impos- 
sible to rely accurately on reports about 
a country which has so carefully cut 
itself off from communication with the 
world ; but the present rumour comes 
through a trastworthy channel, and is 
so exceedingly likely in itself that wo 
have little hesitation in accepting 
it. We cannot explain the position 
better than by referring to a letter 
signed Philo-Coreanus, which we pub- 
lished in March 1878, and which 
gave some curious information about 
the state of Corean politics. The 
history is one of the intrigue so 
common in Oriental Courts, and the 
present revolution is simply an over- 
throw of the power of a Maire du 
Palais. The actual king of Corea is a 
lad of 18 or 19, and is the son by 
adoption only of the Dowager Queen. 
The old King died childless in 1864, 
and his consort adopted the son of a 


{mandarin named Li. This individual 
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accompanied his son to Court; and, be- 
ing an able and ambitious man, suc- 
ceeded soon in getting the whole 
power into his own hands and put- 
ting aside the Queen, who should 
havo been sole Regent according to law. 
The Dowager Queen is said to be a 
Christian, but uncompromising hostility 
to Christianity was a leading maxim in 
the Regent's creed. The massacres 
which occurred in Corea some years 
ago, and caused the flight to Chefoo 
of those missionaries who escaped 
death, took place under his inspiration. 
A tyrannical ruler, he was still evident- 
ly an active one; he spared no exertion 
to oppose the French and American 
incursions, and the withdrawal of 
both, after fruitless efforts to open 
communication with thé Capital, great- 
ly enbanced his prestige. Some 
idea of the firmness of his rule may 
be gathered from an incident of the 
American expedition. The presence 
of men-of-war in the river cub off 
supplies from Kanghoa; but when the 
people began to grumble at the scarcity, 
he compelled the inhabitants one and 
all to carry rice on their backs to the 
capital, even nobles being obliged 
to take their share of the labour. It 
is easy to conceive that such a man 
would soon become hated as well as 
feared; and the revolution of which 
fa report now reaches us was only a 
question of time. Now that it has 
happened, interesting problems arise 
as to the foreign policy of the new 
party regnant. No doubt the compli- 
cations with Japan have been ‘at the 
bottom of the present change. Corea 
has always been in intimate relation 
with Japan, and more or less under the 
latter’s influence. There is sure to be 
a strong Japanese party in the country, 
and the imminent danger of war has 
very probably been the “cry” in the 
present revolution. We may assume, 
therefore, that more friendly relations 
will prevail; the question is, may 
we venture a step further, and anlici- 
pate some departure from the rigid 
isolation which has lately characterised 
Corean policy? If the Queen Dowager 
is really a Christian, as reported, the pro- 
babilities are in favour of such a conti 

gency. We only hope that her Christi- 
anity may prove to be of an intelligent 
caste, and that she will not fall as im. 
plicitly into the hands of the priests as 
she did lately under the power of their 
opponents, Any such result would 
be sure to lead, sooner or later, to 





another revulsion of feeling, and very |?

‘The annual meeting of shareholders in 
the Shanghai Gas Company was held on 
the 4th, The Accounts show a nett 
profit of Tis. 21,582.79 for the year, out of 
which two semi-annual dividends of 6 per 
cent have been paid, leaving a balance of 
‘Tis. 3,582.79, carried forward. Mr. Cowie 
asked various questions relating to the 
accounts, the plant, and tho working of the 
Company generally, and suggested that an 
Engineer's Report should in future be pr 
sented with the Directors’ Report. The 
Directors expressed their willingness to 
adopt the suggestion if on a show of hands 
it appeared to be genorally desired, and 
the test proved to be in its favour. ‘They 
also accepted suggestions by Mr. Cowie in 
regard to re-arrangement of some items in 
the annual statement. ‘The Report and 
Accounts were then passed. Mr. F, D. 
Hitch was elected a Director in place of 
Mr. F. B. Forbes, and the other members 
of the Board, viz,, Sir E. Hornby, Messrs. 
J.T, Brand, E. J. Hogg, and J. G. Purdon 
were re-appointed. Mr. 0, Brandt was 
re-elected auditor. 

‘A meeting of the N.-C. Branch of the 
Asiatic Society was held on Saturday night, 
the Vice-President, Mr. Wylie, in tho 
chair, Messrs, W: G. Stronach and —. 
Cooper were proposed, and Messrs. G. M. 
Hart, M. 0. FitzGerald, P. D. Tata, and 
Dr. Carmichael, Chefoo, admitted, as mem- 
bers. The Librarian, Mr. Cordier, having 
announced contributions of books, the 
revised Rules were passed, Mr. Kingsmill 
suggesting the addition of one, (appended 
to the former code, but overlouked in re- 
vision), admitting Missionaries to the pri- 
vileges of ordinary members, with the 
exception of receiving copies of the 
Svciety’s journals, without payment of 
subscription. Dr. Shearer showed a 
rare collection of botanical, geological, and 
zoological specimens and curiosities, which 








he had made among the Lusan hills and 
in the neighborhood of Kiukiang, during 
his residence there. ‘The specimens were 
admirably prepared, and laid out in the 





lecture-room, and engaged a good deal of 
attention. Dr. Shearer also read portions 
of an account of one of his excitrsions, in 
which, apart from strictly scientific subjects, 
he touched on topics of general interest to 
all foreigners in Far Cathay. A short dis- 
cussion followed, and at the close a vote 
of thanks was cordially awarded to Dr. 
Shearer, on the motion of the Chairman. 

A meeting of the three Volunteer Rifle 
Companies was’ held on Tuesday, to 
Giscuss the method of electing officers 
to the Corps, At the meeting of July 
1870, when the Corps was revived, the 
officers were elected by a general voto 
of the Corps, to save delay; and this 
principle has since been adhered to 
under the impression that it consti- 
tuted a rule. The command of No. 1 
Company having, however, now become 
nt through the resignation of Captain 
Kidner, the mombers of the Company 
claimed the right of electing their own 
commandant, As tho constitution of the 
Corps had not been very clearly defined, 
the question was referred to a general 
meeting of the three Companies ; and the

Tho present Municipal Council have sot 
tho good example of publishing a 
taining the names of those eligible for 
election to civic honors; and any two 
persons qualified to vote may select and 
nominate any nine of these gentlemen they 
please—the consent of the nominees to 
serve being, however, essential. ‘The no- 
minations closed on the 6th, 

The Amateur performers of H. M.S. 
Cadmus gave a performance Monday night 
at the Lyceum, in aid of the Fund for the 
admission of sick poor to the General 
Hospital. ‘The pieces were the farco 
“Retained for the Defence,” and the 
burlesque “Acis and Galatea ;” and the 
assistance was given of an Orchestra of 
Amateurs under tho leadership of M, 
Remusat, ‘There was a fair attendance and 
the entertainment gave lively satis- 
faction, and brought out some very good 
acting. The play wound up with a graco- 
ful farewell, sot to the air of Auld Lang 
Syne, and sung on behalf of the “Cad- 
musses” generally by the actors in the 
burlesque of ““ Acis and Galatea.” 

‘The drama of “The Bells,” given last 
night by the A. D. O. as the third per- 
formance for tho season, went off with 
‘ success more complete than, from its 
requirements, some people anticipated. 
‘The actors were well up in their pats, the 
situations carefully managed, and the 
scenery most effective and artistic. On the 
whole the play gave the greatest pleasure to 
a well-filled house, and was a judicious 
alternation from the performance which 
preceded it. 3 
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Among the numerous amusements now 
offering in Shanghai, the performances of 
a troupe of Japanese Acrobats in a 
pavilion near the French Municipal Hall, 
are not the least attractive. ‘Those who 
remember the precocity of little “ All 
Right” and other children who performed 
here some years ago in the old Lyceum, 
will have an idea of the prowess of little 
Ima-kitche, a child only seven years old, who 
is one of the stars of the present troupe. 
Besides the acrobatic performances, some 
large stereoscopic views of Japanese 
scenery are exhibited—the whole combin- 
ing to form a very agreeable entertai 
ment, And as the price of admission is 
only 4a dollar, we doubt not the pavilion 
will have a good many visitors. 

A Sham Fight was had on Easter Mon- 
day between the S, V.C. and a Naval 
Brigade from H. B, M. Cadmus. It was 
alittle late in the season, and movements 
wero somewhat restricted in consequence— 
out of regard to the crops ; but the affair 
was on the whole successful. 

‘The handsome new wall and railing re- 
placing the dead brick wall which has 
hitherto formed the boundary between the 
British Consular Compound and the Bund, 
is now approaching completion, and has so 
far advanced that the entrance by the side 
of Messrs, Pustau & Co.’s hong has been 
closed up in favour of a new one opposite 
the Bridge. The improvement is one 
which not only yastly enhances the ap- 
pearance of the locality, but must prove 
fa great convenience to visitors to the Con- 
sulate from that side of the Settlement, 
and particularly to those connected with 
shipping who come from Hongkew. 

A correspondent sends us the following 
anecdote, illustrative of the Chinese belief 
in spirit 

«Well, teacher, what's the matter?” ‘This 
was the question we put to our worthy 
Chinese Preceptor the other morning, 
when, having taken three days holidays 
instead of the one day asked for and 


allowed, ho rushed into our study in a state 
of groat excitement. “Whats the matter 
AE” 

“ Aiyah! A shocking event has taken 
place in my family, in consequence of 
which I could not come the day before 
yesterday to study with you Sir, as I had 
promised |” 

© What has happoned 1” 

‘Ah Sir, the Devil camo in the shape 
of asoldier two days ago and carried off 
my uncle! T really could not come under 
stich circumstances.” 

“Why, what do you mean?” 

“Ai yah! I mean that what you 
foreigners call the JZ Fi, has carried off 
my uncle 1” 

*«How did that occur; did you see the 
apparition 7” 

“It happened thus ; three years ago a 
soldier who lived near our house was 
ordered to join his regiment, which was 
about to march against the rebels. Ashe 
was going to battle he did not wish to 
take his money with him, and he called on 
my uncle and asked him to take charge of 
$40, the amount of his property, until his 
return, My uncle accordingly took charge 
of the money, and the soldier joined his 
regiment ; but he must have been killed in 
battle, as we have never heard from him 
since. 

“The day before yesterday, my uncle, 
who has for some time been suffering from 
illness, called us to his bedside, and told 
































us that he was about to die. ‘The soldier, 
he said, had appeared to him and insisted 
that my uncle should immediately join 
him in Hades. We asked my uncle whe- 
ther he had committed any fault with re- 
gard to the §40, for which we might make 
some atonement by punishing him in any 
way? He replied that the money was all 
right, and that we should find it in a certain 
drawer which he pointed out. My uncle 
died that day, and it was of course im- 
possible, under euch circumstances, that I 
could come to your Exeellency’s palace to 
study.” 

‘The steamer Shingking brings news con- 
firming the fears that had been enter- 
tained regarding the Manchu. She found- 
ered on the 17th; and the Shingking has 
brought from Chefoo the Captain, second 
officer, and one Chinese fireman—the only 
survivors, it is believed, of 57 who were 
on board at the time of the catastrophe, 
Full details will be found on another page. 

We extract from the Japan papers 
some further information regarding the 
wreck of the M. M. str. Nil; but full 
details aro still wanting—pending the 
arrival of the French corvette Bourayne, 
whose return from the wreck was hourly 
expected. 

‘The Engineer-in-chief notifies the com- 
mencement of a light-house on Ockseu 
Island—the light on which will be visible 
24 miles. During the progress of the 
works, a temporary fixed white light will 
be shown, visible from a distance of 7 
miles. 

We have before us some numbers of a 
Magazine called “The Oriental,” published 
in London and edited by Mr. J. H. 
Stocquelor. As its title implies, the 
Magazine is devoted to Eastern—ch 
Indian—subjects ; and contains a good deal 
of readable matter. ‘The papers are rather 
short and broken, anda queer practice is 
adopted of filling up the half pages at the 
end of articles with stray extracts and 
items of news—not a bad idea of utilising 
space, but one which has rather a curious 
effect ina magazine. China comes in for 
small share of notice ; the January num- 
ber containing two short articles headed 
«Medical Reports from the Treaty Ports in 
China,” and “China and Japan ;” and 
we beliove it is the cditor’s desire to ex- 
pand the publication so as to ombrace 
Chinese topics more widely. If this is 
accomplished, the circulation of “ The 
Oriental” will‘no doubt extend further 
eastward, than it can be expected to do in 
its present form. 

‘Messrs. Bush Bro’s, Newouwano Cireu- 
Inr of the Ist April says the river was then 
quite safe for shipping. The British 
barque Prospector and Ger. barque Lotte 
arrived on the 27th March. The Ameri- 
can brig Vesta and the steamer Thales were 
also in port, the latter loading beancake for 
Swatow. ‘No business in Imports, except 
Opium, was done during the ‘winter, 
owing to the unsettled state of the’money 
market. A few days ago, it was arranged 
by dealers generally, that transactions for 
the future shall be done in Syceo, as 
formerly, and we may expect a good and 
healthy trade will be the consequence. 
Under the ‘Kuo-lu” system it was im- 
possible to calculate tho laying down price 
of goods.” 

The Foocuow Herald records a serious 
accident. About 2a.m. on the 26th March 
alarge raft of poles came into collision 























with the upper bridge and was broken up. 


‘The timber has been floating in all direc- 
tions and, as usual, a gang of Chinamen 
commenced the work of plunder without 
much loss of time. The value of the pro- 
perty lost is estimated at one hundred 
thousand dollars. About forty lives have 
been sacrificed.—The Footai, or Governor 
of the Province, left for the North on the 
23rd ult., in one of the Imperial gunboats, 
—On the 2ist an entertainment was given 
by the crow of H. B. M. 8. Kestrel, ‘Tho 
Kestrel left for Tamsui on the 23rd, to 
return on Isp April.—An Athletic Sports 
Meeting is to be held shortly, 

It is reported that a great revolution has 
taken place in Corza. The father of the 
King, who married the widow of the late 
King, and who had mado himself Regent, 
has suddenly been deposed. As this man 
(originally a nobleman named Li) was the 
enemy to all progress, it is believed that 
now the proper King, under the guidance 
of the Queen regnant and her party (she 
being a Christian) is in power, a moro 
liberal policy will be followed, which may 
lead to the opening of Corea to foreign 
trade. The Regent boasted that he had 
licked the world. The ‘General Sher- 
man” was considered an English vessel, 
and the str. China a German ; ergo—Franco, 
America, Germany, England had all suc- 
cumbed before him. 

Messrs. Gordon Bro’s, Hanxow Circular 
says:—The business of the past two 
weeks, although on a more extensive scale 
than during the previous fortnight, by nu 
means comes up to the average of previous 
years, notwithstanding that Importes 
Yee their prices day by day, unlif elo 
rates shew a decline of 5 to 8 c 
piece on Grey Shirtings and 3 to 4 Ie 
per piece on T-Cloths, on quotations re- 
corded in our last Price Current, All 
difficulty regarding Bank Orders has. bee 
removed, and the only reasons to bo as- 
signed for the curtailment of business, aro 
the pressure to sell on. the part of Lm- 
porters, and dealers’ natural inclination 
to go into stock ina falling market.— 
Prices of Raw Cotton shew an advance of 
5 mace per-picul during the fortnight, 
to-day’s quotations being Tis, 10 to 11.50 
per picul, Stock, 25,000 piculs. 

The latest news from HoncKone is 
that Admiral Krantz, the new Go- 
vernor of Saigon, has relieved Admiral 
Dupré who goes home in illhealth,— 
News has been received of the death 
from fever of Seiior do Amaral, a former 
Governor of Macao.—The str. Shalimar, 
from Nagasaki for London, has had to 
put into Hongkong with the loss of her 
foretopmast, through bad weather.—In a 
Rifle Match between ten Sergeants of H. M. 
80th Regiment, aud a team of the Hong- 
kong Police, the former won by 28 points. 
—The Peruvian ship Lola has sailed from 
Macao for Callao, with 375 coolies.—Two 
privates of H. M. 80th Regiment, who 
had stowed themselves away on board the 
U.S. corvetts Fantic, have been given up 
to the authorities as deserters.—Three 
Chinese charged with the murder of a 
fellow-countryman in a row at Ma-to-wai, 
have been found guilty and sentenced to 
death, The Jury recommended them to 
mercy on the ground of absence of pre- 
meditation. The translation of Chief- 
Sustice Smale’s remarks and sentence was

WANTED—A RULER. 


‘Tuere are various specifies and pana- 
ceas recommended by the West for 
China. Everyone has a notion that 
his own peculiar nostrum is the true 
regenerator of the sick man. We see 
an Empire capable of doing vast things, 
hampered and crippled by the pre- 
judices of the people and the incom- 
petency of the Government. The 
causes of the disease are written at 
length in the voluminous pages of those 
authors who have attempted to discuss 
the subject. Of these the most erudite 
and experienced are, as was to be ex- 
pected, diffident, and the most super- 
ficial are elated with buoyant hopes 
of a complete and sudden restoration 
of the Imperial patient. 

One writer declared, some years ago, 
that China wanted mothers. Dozens of 
men see hope and happiness in the grasp 
of “ the teeming millions” when they in- 
troduce railways, open up the country, 
allow piece goods to clothe the dwellers 
in remote provinces, and send messages 
flashing along telegraphic wires from 
city to city. ‘There are many who, dis- 
agreeing with the author of “Chris- 
tianity a Civilized Heathenism,” see the 
sole chance of permanent improvement 
in the spread of the religion of the 
Cross. Doubtless there is truth in all 
these suggestions, but it does not seem 
to have occurred to anyone to look at 
a country neighbouring on China, and 
to ask whether the power that civilized 
Riassia might not rapidly and surely 
civilize China. The regeneration of 
Russia was, as every schoolboys knows, 
the work of despot with great 
activity and benevolent intentions. 

* China is sadly in want of a Czar Peter. 
If an Emperor of commanding powers 
were seated on the Throne at Peking, it 
is impossible to conceive the boons and 
benefits that might accrue to the na- 
tion at largé. We want aman with 
an eagle eye for abuses, » man who 
would make himself personally ac- 
quainted with the state of the country, 
and would not receive as gospel traths 
the memorials that are copied in the 
Imperial Gazettes. Tho East has pro- 
duced rulers with certain qualities 
akin to that of the great Czai, on more 
than one occasion. What results would 
flow from the occupant of the throne 
possessing some of the gifts with which 
these sovereigns have been endowed! 
At present it is the interest of the 
Mandarinate to keep up a system of 
misrepresentation and gross ignorance. 
Every official tries to hoodwink the 
magistrate above him and to make 
his period of office lucrative to himself. 
‘When we read of the arrangements 
for disposing of public business, they 
seem to promise great efficiency; but 
when we come to investigate the actual 
working, one Board seems bent on 
thwarting the operations of another. 
The Inner Council, the Strategical 





Office, and the Censorate each have a 
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distinct and very intelligible mission 
on paper, but those who are conversant 
with the polities of the Northern Capital 
are not disposed to consider the results 
of the working of this triple machine 
satisfactory. The whole apparatus has 
grown rusty, and is ill-adapted for the 
Tequirements of the day. The new 
conditions of life brought about by the 
appearance of the Foreigner on the 
scene require special legislation, and the 
Foreign Office improvised to meet the 
oceasion is inadequate to answer the 
purpose. 

‘The blows upon the ancient and time- 
worn regime dealt by the encroachers 
are of course violent, and all China feels 
their dint ; but we cling to the belief 
that only a Chinese Peter could produce 
athorough and rapid change. Russia 
and China have many features in com- 
mon. They have a reverent awe for 
the Emperor as the vicegerent of Hea- 
ven upon earth, and his laws would be 
received with absolute and prompt obe- 
dience. Peter found it easy to lop off 
the beards of his subjects, but found it 
a hard task, as he expressed it, to clip 
“the beard of the mind.” This is just 
what is now wanted in China; and 
though the signs of progress that we 
can reckon up are numerous, the march 
in the onward way promises to be a 
long and tardy one, whereas a Reform- 
ing Despot could work a wonderful 
change in twenty years. 





THE Loss OF THE “MANCHU.” 


Tue areck of the Manchz, with its 
accompanying tragic tale of sufferings 
and death, cannot fail to again draw 
attention to the important question of 
the overloading of ships. A table 
which we reprint from the Econo. 
mist, shows how great has been the 
proportionate increase in casualties to 
shipping within the Inst ten years; and 
it may be remarked that this increase 
has been most marked in the case of 
steamers, where above any other class 
there was the least reason to apprehend 
danger. The loss of the Manchu, ex- 
plained as it has been, adds a new cause 
to the category of dangers to which 
an ill-found vessel may be liable; and 
the requirements of modern trade, 
needing large carrying capacity and 
comparatively light draft, have a ten- 
deucy to foster the building of a class 
of ships of unseaworthy character as 
compared with those of twenty years ago. 
‘The “rolling” Manchu was buta type of 
hundreds of other vessels, though it may 
be containing defects greater than or- 
dinary. Finding heavy weather on her 
passage of, ordinarily, less than two 
days duration, the Manchw set to roll 
as was her wont; loaded heavily with 
coal, this tendency was increased; her 
bunkers, full at one side and unsup- 
ported at the other, gave way, and the 
contents passing into the engine-room, 
soon stopped the machinery. With 
such a cargo, in such a ship, and ex- 
posed to such asea, the result might 
haye been foretold. She broached to, 





opened her planking and sprung leaks. 
The pumps got choked, baling was of no 
avail, and then she had to be abandoned. 
The sea which was too heavy for the 
steamer swamped the boats, and but one 
remained afloat through the bitter wea- 
ther of the latter end of March. Owing 
to the strength of constitution of three 
men, we Jearn an account of what, as 
a general rule, remains involved in im- 
penetrable mystety, the foundering of a 
vessel at sea; and we are able to form 
conclusions accordingly. ‘The Manchu 
belonged in fact to a class of vessels 
notoriously dangerous, but which there 
is great temptation to produce. She 
was, to use a nautical phrase, a “poor 
man’s ship;” that is to say, large carry- 
ing capacity, light draft, and cheapness 
of working had been the main consi- 
derations in her design and execution. 
Her comparatively small depth com- 
pared with her beam enabled her to 
carry heavy cargoes, but also took 
away the element of strength afforded 
by a deep-keeled vessel. When ina 
heavy sea, she behaved like a badly 
designed girder, her joints opened and 
closed again as the disposition of the 
points of support varied; and this, as we 
learn from the account of the survivors, 
in the end caused her loss, together 
with that of the lives of her crew and 
passengers. As we stated above, the 
rolling Manchu was a typical vessel, 
and there is too much reason to believe 
that the qualities which caused her ex- 
cellence, and her final destruction, are 
those that are mainly studied and 
attempted in shipbuilding yards. To 
secure lightness of draft, the essential 
qualities of strength of hull and sea- 
worthiness are apt to be neglected, and 
to some such causes as procured the 
foundering of the Manchu are probably 
to be attributed a large proportion of 
founderings when nota soul has sur- 
vived to tell the tale.

paratively little done. Natives are 
watching the downward tendency at 
Shanghai, and look for very cheap rates 
in cotton goods here. 

‘The great event of the month was our 
Race day on 7th inst., which, although a 
small affair compared to the meetings in 
the south, I must not omit to chronicle, 
We have not a regulated Race-Course, 
but the plain is very even for miles, 
and there was no difficulty in picking out 
a straight one-mile Course—three miles 
from the British Settlement. All the 
Newchwang world and his wife were there 
—in chairs, on horseback on shank’s pony, 
and even’ in carriage—(for there was 
only one and that of the basket kind

PEKING. 


‘The latest news from Paouting is to the 
effect that the Governor-General, Le Hung- 
chang, would start for the Western Tombs 
on tho 23rd instant, for the purpose of 
oxamining the condition{of the roads, inns, 
&c,, &, on the route from the metropolis 
to that’ plnce ; and of taking whatever 
ensures might bo deemed necessary that 
everything shall be in proper order by the 
10th April, when the Emperor will start 
from Peking on his visit, The Western 
Tombs aro situated in the district of 
Echow, lying south-west and distant about 
two hundred and forty le (80 miles), from 
Peking. I suppose the Governor-General 
will reach Peking by about the Sth April, 
for the purpose of reporting to the Em: 
peror that everything has been arranged. 

‘At about 9,30 p.m. on tho 5th current, 
shocks cf an earthquake were felt by the 
Chinese people of Tientsin and tl 
rounding villages ; and immediately 
they heard a rushing sound in the air. 
The household dishes, plates, &e. &c., 
where lying or standing together, rattled 
from the motion. At that time 1 wasalone 
and lying on a sofa reading, with no noise 
near me to distract me from noticing any 
such physical phenomena; and as I did not 
feel nor hear any, I conclude that the earth- 
quake did not extend to Peking. 

‘Training has commenced for the Peking 
races, on a course near the Temple of the 
Sun outside the East Gate of the Manchow 
City; and a tent made of matting has been 
ected at the course, in which coffee is 
rved out to tho visitors at the morning 
trainings.

‘the port has seen for a long time. It 
said that the revenue collected by the 
Customs exceeds any previous year’s re- 
ceipts since’ the office opened ‘in 1863. 
The export of Tea is about pels. 12,000 
over last year ; in imports, Cottons have 
improved ‘considerably, and opium shows 
a large augmentation, so it would appear 

















that the port is moving ahead instead of 
retrograding as many seem to think. 

‘We cannot ascertain that the proclama- 
tion issued some months ago at the instance 
of Mr. Mayers, has had the slightest effect. 
Chinese still hold aloof from taking out 
transit passes on goods paying by weight ; 
and until Consuls have the right, or choose 
to assume it, of interceding in cases of 
seizure on trivial grounds, such as trifling 
discrepancies in weight, &c., they are not 
likely to risk thir property. 

Spring has commenced very gloomily, 
rain having fallen almost incessantly since 
Chinese New-year. The prophets predict 
1 great flood this year, and if local rain and 
snow have any influence on the river their 
prognostication will certainly be verified. 
During the past few days it has been 
snowing quite hard,—a rare phenomenon 
in this latitude at this season of the year. 
‘The Lu-shan (mountains) are as completely 
covered with snow as they were in January. 
Apropos of the Lu-shan and its grand 
scenery, it is surprising that so few 
denizens of “Muddy Flat” visit this 
splendid range of mountains during the 
holidays. Hill-climbing Scotchmen would 
be enraptured with theso hills ; and the 
scenery obtained from the summit well 
repays the trouble of getting there. Lonely 
temples are to be found scattered about 
the range, which afford shelter to ex- 
plorers in temperate weather. Large game 
would doubtless be found, as unmistake- 
able traces of wild-boar are frequently met 
with, but one cannot expect to meet them 
without leaving the wood-cutters’ paths, 
If the sportsman were ill-repaid, however, 
the simple pedestrian in search of exercise 
could not find a field for excursions more 
fascinating than the Zu-shan range: the 
variety of beautiful flowers and ferns to bo 
met with are sufficient to forma garden ; 
and if these were transplanted to the 
Recreation Ground at Shanghai, they would 
form an interesting collection of the native 
flowers of China, and at the same time 
enlighten residents and visitors on the 
flora of this part of the country.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


March 16th.—(1) A Decree is 
referring to the memorial lately pre 
by ‘Tsno-pao and Hu Chia-yii (see Gazette 
of Feb. 14-15), disclosing the absence of 
a “ treasure-box” in the roof of the temple 
at the Mausoleum of the Emperor Kao 
Tsu (father of Shun-che). General Tu- 
hingah and Chihho having been ordered 
to hold an enquiry, have reported having 
done this by deputy, but without having 
ascertained anything material with regard 
to the disappearance of the sacred deposit. 
Teno-pao and Hu Chin-yii are handed over 
to the Board for punishment, on the score 
of negligence in executing ‘the works in 
question, and penalties are likewise to be 
adjadged against the Commissioners Tu- 
hingah and Chitho, for not proceeding in 
person to the spot. The Imperial Housu- 
hold is to see that a new “ treasure-box ” 
be prepared, and handed over to Tuhingah 
and his colleague, to be placed in tho 

spot, 

(2) The Govertior-General of the Two 
Kiang memorializes requesting the erection 
‘of an Imperial memorial tablet, in con- 
formity with precedent, on behalf a virtu- 
ous lady Intely deceased, Betrothed, but 
not married, to the literary undergraduate 
Lu K‘ia-fuh of Lu-kiang in An-hwei, the 
deceased was a daughter of an upright and 
highly respected graduate named Wu 
Ting-hiang, who was killed in action 
during the’ rebellion in 1854, when his 
daughter was ten years old, In 1861 the 
young lady’s intended husband was taken 
ill and died, whereupon she was with 
difficulty dissuaded by her relatives from 
committing suicide, to follow him to the 
tomb. For the remainder of her life she 
devoted herself to the care of her aged 
mother, until the latter's death in 1870, 
since when she has gradually pined away, 
and she finally died in the course of last 
summer. ‘The application is referred as 
usual to the Board of Ceremonies, for the 
issue of the needful patent. 

March 17. (1) A Decree gives vent to 
the Imperial sorrow on learning the death 
of Teh-ying fii HX, Manchu Comman. 
der-in-chief of the Heh-lung-kiang (Amoor) 
region. Having risen from the rank 
of pi-tieh-she (Government writer), and 
fought gallantly in Kiang-nan and An- 
hwei, he was advanced to his Inte post, 
where he acquitted himself in all respects 
admirably. After the expiry of the 
hundred days’ mourning, his son Chung- 
ts'ing is to be presented to his Majesty. 
‘A successor to the deceased’s post is named 
in the person of Féng-shén, at present 
Lieutenant-general at Kin-chow.

‘March 18th. (1) Wénpin, the acting Go- 
vernor of Shantung, has memorialized con- 
cerning deficiencies in the funds handed

District Magistrates. Chang ‘a-ju, dis- 
missed from the office of Magistrate of the 
Litsin district, was short in his accounts 
to the following extent :—Sundry re- 
ceipts on account of the Provincial 
Treasury Tis. 693; on granary account, 
Tis. 8 ; on purchase of titles account, Tis. 
306, ihe Magistrate of the Chao-yiian 
district, who has been compulsorily re- 
tived, is also brought in a debtor in consi- 
derable sums. These officials, although 
frequently pressed for repayment, having 
neglected to make good the amounts, are 
to be arrested, imprisoned, aud prosecuted. 
The Governor-General of Chihli is to be 
called upon to sequestrate the property of 
the delinquents in satisfaction of the claim 
t them ; and their clerks and others 
ned are to be brought to 
(2) By a verbal message deli 
the office of representation, His Majesty’s 
command is notified that henceforward, in 
all the minutes of appointments to be made, 
and similar documents submitted, the mat- 
ter is to be written in parallel columns of 
Manchu and Chinese. 

(8) Paohiang, Judicial Commi 
Fa-kien, memorializes thanking 
jesty in accordance with 
tion to the acting appointment of Finan- 
cinl Commissioner during the absenco of 
P’an Wei, who is about to proceed to Pe- 
king for an audience. (The last-named 
high officer was formerly well known to 
Europeans during his service as Taotai at 
Chefoo.) 

March 19th.—The Governor of Hu-peh 
memorializes recommending to favourable 
notice the ex-Salt Revenue Comptroller of 
Kwangtung, Chung K'ien-kiin, who has 
jost retired from the service on ‘account of 
i-health. His merits during a long off- 
cial career are highly extrolied; and an 
honorary grade of the first rank is soli- 
cited on his behalf, (‘this official acted as 
Superintendent of Customs at Hankow for 
some years previously to 1870.) 

March 20th.—(1) Teis notified that the 
Emperor will, to-morrow, leave the Im- 
perial City by'the Enat Gate, and proceed 
to the Chao Jih Tan (the ‘Temple of the 
Morning Sun) outside the Chao Yang 
Gate of Peking, where he will offer in- 
cense, and thence proceed to the temple of 
the great Eastern Mountain, at which 
place his Majesty will breakfast. Return 
ing from this point, his Majesty will 
re-enter the palace, proceed to the Chung 
Ho Tien (Hall of Central Accord), where 
he will inspect the daily reports, and will 
subsequently return to the palace apart- 
ments, transact business and give audience. 
Preparations for the Imperial Progress are 
to be complete by 4 a.m. 

(2) The Manchu Commander-in-chief of 
Ning-hia, Matushen (who arrived in 
Peking on the 18th), is granted permission 
to ride on horseback within the Purple 
Forbidden City.

The Cuarzmau said—‘* Good wine needs 
no bush,” and a good Company needs no 
further or more extended remarks at this 
time than are to be found in the printed 
Report laid before you. The most important 
items in that statement are those of works 
that have been done and are being under- 
taken by the Company ; new mains that 
have been laid, a new gasometer to be 
erected, and purifiers which have beeu com- 
pleted.” With these works finished, the 
Directors hope that they will be able to 
give what it is their earnest desire to give, 
the fullest satisfaction in the supply of 
Gas, both as to quantity and quality, to 
consumers. I have nothing further to 
offer in the way of remarks, but_ if any 

gentleman has a question to put, I will be 
happy to reply as well asIean.” I would 
now propose— 

‘That the Report and Accounts, as printed 
and circulated, be passed. 

Mr, Hoaa begged to second. 








REPORT. 


In submitting the annexed Statement, of 
Accounts for 1873, the Directors have the 
satisfaction of reporting to the Shareholders 
the continued prosperity of the Company. 

Tho nett profits for the year are 
21,582.79, out of which two semi-annual di 
dends of 6 per cent. each have been paid. 
The balance, Tis, 3,582.79, the Directors pro- 
pose to carry forward as heretofore. 

A considerable increase has taken place in 
the consumption of Gas during the past year, 
and the balance at the credit of Working 
Account would have shown a corresponding 
gain, but for exceptional expenses the Direc: 
tors were obliged to incur. 

Besides these, a large outlay has been ne- 
cessary daring the year to mect the require: 
ments of the Company's business. ‘Two new 

ifiers have been erected with suitable 
new 14-inch mains have been laid 
the Works and the Nankin Road, 
and’the mains from the Garden Bridge along 
the Bund and through a portion of the Nan- 
kin Road, which were found to be too small 
as well ag very defectively laid, have been 
removed and 8-inch and 9-inch substituted. 
Hengkew has also been connected by larger 
mains. 

Tt having become absolutely ne that 
additional storage room should be provided, 
to ensure a larger and more satisfactory sup: 
ly of gas, the Directors have contracted with 
Witesrae Boyd & Co. for the erection of a 
Gasholder of 70,000-cubie feet capacity, to be 
completed by thezend of November next. The 
payments for this work will be so distributed 
and provided for that they will not interfere 
with the usual semi-annual idends. 

Mr, F. B. Forbes having intimated his wish 
to retire from the Board, a new Director will 
have to be elected in his place ; the other 
Directors retire in terms of the deed of settle- 
ment, but are eligible for re-election.

Mr. Cowse said, before that resolution 
was put to the meeting, he would like to 
make one or two remarks about the Report, 
It struck him as remarkably strange that, 
though their income was derived from coal, 
there was no mention of this commodity in 
the Report, from beginning to end—no 
information on such points as what had 
been paid for it during the year, where it 
had been obtained, whether the Directors 
had found the cheapest market, and got it 
of the best kind, It would also be ex- 
tremely interesting to the shareholders to 
know whether those net profits, amounting 
to Tis. 21,582.79, had been realised when 
coal was at a high or low price ; 
so that tho shareholders might judgo 
whether in the future they could depend 
on the same income annually. In para- 
graph 3 of the Report, it was stated 
that a considerable increase had tiken 











place in the consumption of gas ;— 
it would have been far more satisfactory 
if some figures had been given here, so 





that shareholders could see whether the 
increased consumption was amongst natives 
or foreigners. In paragraph 4, they were 
told that two mew purifiers had been 
erected and mains altered in the streots, 
but not a word of intimation was given 
abut plant at the Works, It was the 
practice with Gas Companies in England for 
the Engineer to furnish a report; and in 
the absence of such a report here, it would 
have been better, he thought, if the Direc- 
tors had gone in for something of that sort 
in their statement—let the shareholders 
know what condition the plant was in, de. 
In paragraph 5, they were informed that a 
contract liad been made with Messrs. Boyd 
& Co. for the erection of # gas-holder of 
70,000 cubic feet capacity ; they were not 
told at what price, nor whether tenders 
were invited for the work—whether it was 
being done as cheaply as possible, Fur- 
ther, he saw no mention made at all about 
any Alteration in the price of gas, although 
consumers had been looking forward for 
years past to something being done in that 
respect. Without further remark he had 
only to observe that, in his opinion, the 
Report was meagre in the extreme, 

The Cuarraan said the Report had 
been got up on the plan generally pursued 
in issuing the Report of the Company, 
and to which exception had never before 
been taken, As to how they bought coal, 
what the price was, how it was delivered, 
and other particulars Mr. Cowie wanted 
to be informed on, to answer these would 
be a mere transcript of their books and a 
showing of how the Company was worked, 
which would not be desirable, Of course the 
books were open to inspection at the Works, 
and the shareholders must suppose that 
the Directors have had all these items 
before them and gone through them care- 
fully. As to the price of the gasometer, 
as it was a matter in which others 
were interested, the Directors did not 
give it in the Report; so far as tho 
shareholders were concerned, however, 
they were glad to infor them that it 
was to cost Tls. 22,000, that it was 
being made under competitive tender, 
and by one of the best manufacturers in 
England, and that it was guaranteed by 


























Messrs. Boyd & Co. to be to the satisfac- 
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tion of the Company's Engineer. As to 
the price of gas, a reduction had been 
made a year or £0 back, but owing to the 
‘various expenses they had been compelled 
to incur, it was thought inadvisable to 
reduce still further,- When the Directors 
thought the Company could again do 
it, however, they would be happy to 
make a reduction; it was their object 
to do so, and in that way induce increased 
consumption. As to the condition of the 
plant at the Works, it was all in good 
order ; the two new purifiers were necess: 
and were therefore erected, and any 
portions of the plant not good would be 
Feplaced as occasion required. 

Mr. Saunpers asked whether the in- 
creased consumption of gas was due to an 
increase in the number of consumers, or to 
more gas being consumed by those already 
‘using it. 

‘The Cuareaan said the increase was 
principally among foreign consumers. The 
Chinese consumption had not increased, 
though the Directors hoped it would. 

Mr, Saunpens—But is the increase 

principally from consumers using more ? 

Mr. Branp-—And new consumers ; there 
has been an inerease in the number of 
these. 

The Cuarnman here mentioned that the 
quantity of coal used for the year was 3,385} 
tons ; the gas made 28,395,800 cubic feet, 
and the increase over last year 13.44 per 
cent. All these items were reported reyu- 
larly, twice a month, with the accounts 
relating to’them, to the Directors. 

‘Mr, Cowie—What has the waste been— 
the difference between the quantity sold 
and the quantity made? 

‘The Cuamrman—13 per cont. 

SirEpauxn Horny said, speaking as a 
shareholder, not as a Director, he had 
always beon a great advocate for full 
information. Taking the first point, the 

uantity of coal used, &e., he was jus- 
tified in saying, on the part of the Direc- 
tors, that there was not the slightest 
objection to an annual report by the Engi 
neer being Inid before the shareholders, 
so that they could see how much coal 
been consumed and how much gas 
made, the relative amount of waste, 
and ‘those numerous minor items to 
which Mr, Cowie had referred. But it 
should be remembered that printing was 
ener thi in Shanghai, and that 
printing all this might involve an expendi- 
ture of several hundred taels. It was no 
increased trouble to the Engineer, since he 
had to do it anyhow, but nothing could 
prevent such a report from going to a con- 
siderable length. His experience of 
English Companies was: that one of the 
items which, under certain conditions, did 
Tittle good and cost a great deal, was print- 
ing. fe was delighted that Mr, Cowie or 

y other shareholder should come for- 
d and ask these questions, and the 

Directors had not the slightest’ objection 
that they should have annual or semi- 
annual reports from the Engineer ; but still 
he thought the shareholders ought to be 
told that it would cost money, and that, 
when they got it, a might consider the 
money was not well expended. With 
reference to the plant, its condition ought 
to be shown overy year, but this year the 
Directors had very good reason for not 
entering into particulars, and thought 
they would rather leave it alone. Such 
a matter would of course be included in 
the Engineer’s Report. As to the price of 
gas, it might be seen very plainly why they” 
could not lower it. With the works they 
had in hand, absolute extension, and 
change of pipes from small to’ large 
size, if they lowered the price they would 
have no dividend. These things ought to 
be explained ; the shareholders were en- 
titled to that. If it were desired, he did 
not think either that the Directors would 
object to having a detailed report, but if 
the shareholders got that, it would be 
rather hard should they turn round, as 

































































they would not be unlikely to do, and co 
plain of the cost of printing. The nam- 
ber of shareholders who cared to have such 
information might really be compar 
atively few, and those who did might 
get it from the Managing Director, When 
they found printing even now came to 
nearly Tis. 300, if they wanted these 
other reports printed, this sum might be 
quadrupled, and the majority of the share- 
holders object to the ouilay. If they 
had plenty of money to spare, he would be 
rather in favour of doing it than other- 
wise. 

‘Mr. Cowre thought it extremely desir- 
able that an Engineer’s Report should be 
given, and as to the expense, he believed 
an additional Tis, 20 would cover it. It 
should form part of the Directors’ Report. 

‘The Cuamwax—Will you kindly put 
your suggestion in the form of a motion? 

Sir Epwoxp—So that if we are re- 
roached fur incurring the cost of such a 
Report, the Directors inay be able to say 
it was the wish of the shareholders that it 
should be done. 

Mr. Branp—It can be put to the vote 
now, to see whether the shareholders do 
wish it, 

Mr. Cowrs—I have seen 15 or 20 
Reports of Gas Companies in England, 
Australia and on the Continent, and never 
did I see one that was not accompanied 
with an Engineer's Report. 

Sir EpaoNp—Have you ever seen it in 
connection with this Company? During 
all the time I have been here Ihave not. 

Mr. Cowie Mr. Dor to pre- 
pare one ; I have such Reports in my pos- 
session, 

Mr. Huco—I don’t think the late 
Engineer, Mr. Meade, ever made one. 

- Mr, Cowre—No ; and I think it was 
pity the practico was allowed to fall into 
disuse. 

‘The Cuamaan remarked that he had 
one of the early Reports Mr. Cowie re- 
ferred to in his possession, but it was.a 
statement of progress when the works were 
being built. ‘The question was, would 
the shareholders get any information of the 
Teast value to them from such Reports, 
when compared with the expense attending 
the re-writing and printing of the nu- 
merous items which would be involved — 
such as the number of tons of coal, yards 
of main laid, &c. He had no objection to 
its being done, but whether the informa- 
tion would be more useful than that now 
given was a question, The present Re- 
port did in fact originally contain the 
nnmber of yards of iain laid down, but 
that was crossed ont as not being, in its 
isolated form, information to the share- 
holders, 

Mr. Saunpens observed that there were 
many shareholders absent from Shanghai 
who would like to have some moro in- 
formation regarding the condition of their 
property than the Report at present gave 
them, 

Mr. Cowiz—Will you allow it to be 
decided by a show of haude—without 
putting it to a vote? 

Sir Epsroxp — Certainly ; your atten- 
dance is an evidence of interest, and 1 
should be sorry to see proxies ‘used to 
check any suggestions from present share- 
holders. 

The Cuamaax—If there is;no objec- 
tion, 1 will put it in this way—

Do you wish the reasons why we don’t 
make the gas cheaper ? 

‘Mr, Cowre—I think it would be in- 
teresting to know why it eannot be made 
cheaper. 

Sir Epsuxp—No doubt every share- 
holder is interested in knowing why 
the price cannot be lower, because con- 
sumption goes with cheapness; but at 
the same time it may be considered a 


















































mistake to display all these matters to the 
public, and if it were found that the 
could not be produced except at a certain 
fixed rate to pay a nomiual dividend, it 
might injure the shareholders’ property. 
this point should therefore be a substan- 
tive resolution on their part. 

Mr. Brann—TIf it is left to the Direc- 
tors, they will answer these questions at 
the annual meeting, and yive such informa- 
tion as may be deemed advisable for the 
interests of the Company. 

Sir Epwunp wished to anticipate any 
objection at next meeting—that share- 
holders might not complain that the 
Directors promised tu give them certain 
information and did not do so, 

Mr. Cowm said the shareholders had 
some faith in the Directors that they 
would not give, publicly, information which 
might injure the interests of the Company. 

The Cuammman—Well we will give— 

Sir Epawunp—Not the reasons why we 
cannot lower the price of gas ; to that, asa 
shareholder, Udistinetly object. 

The Cuarnatax—Simply n statement of 
fact as to the working and plant. I now 
understand that it is the wish of the share- 
holders that in future the annual report 
shall embody a report from the Engineer 
on such points as, state of plant, quantit 
of coal used, relative consumption of coal, 
&e. 

Mr, Cowre then proceeded to make a 
few comments on the accounts. With re- 
ference to the first item, the cost of coal, 
the quantity might also be stated ; next, 
the salaries: might be detailed ; and as to 
insurance, he would like to know whether 
the amotint of ‘Tis, 258.43 feovered the 
whole of the Works, or if siot, what was 
the value of the perishable portion which 
was not insured. Of course in asking for 
particulars of salaries he did not mean the 
wages of every coulie. 

The Cuamaan said, regardin;

‘he Directors did not suppose these que 
tions would be asked, as they never were 
hefore, and the books liad therefore not 
been brought down, or a transcript of them.

‘Mr. Cowrs was not asking for particulars 
of that kind in this report, but it would 
be more satisfactory if some details wero 
given in future, 

The Onarearax—That you ean only have 
by giving the amount of the salaries of 
employés. 

Mr. Cowre—Well, they enn be given in 
the annual Report in futu 

The Cuarnman—If that is the wish of 
the shareholders; but don't think it 
would be a good feature. Next, as to 
Insurance, that covers the whole of the 
Works and the total stures of coal, T believe, 

Mr. Cow1e—'The whole of the Works are 
covered? Jf there were an explosion, the 
Company would be indemnified ? 

‘The Cuatrman—I believe the policy 
contains nothing special about explosion, 

Mr. Branp—My impression is that the 
insurance does nvt cover the gasometers ; 
if they burst up, the Company would 
suffer. 

‘Mr. Cowre—I ack the question because, 
if these are not insured, we ought to try to 
inerease the Reserve Fund. 

Mr. Buanp—They are not covered ; we 
could not yet an Office to take them. Only 
the buildings, as before, are covered ; and 
the matter has been a good deal consi- 
dered by the Directors. 
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‘Mr. Warrs—It would, perhaps, be bet- 
ter if we knew what amount was covered 
by insurance. 

‘The Seoretany—Tls, 17,000.

A general meeting of the 8. V. ©. Rifle 
Companies was held in the Main Guard on 
Tuesday evening. R. L Fearon, Esq., 
the Civil Commandant, occupied the chair, 
and there were about forty members pre- 
sent. 

The Cuarnax said the object of the 
meeting was so well known, that he need 
not detain them long in referring to it. 
Capt, Cann had handed him a communica- 
tion from several members of No. 1 Co., 
in which a proposal was made that in 
future each Company should elect its own 
officers, snbject of course to the approval 
of the Council. He could only say now 
what rote Captain Cann, that the 
Council were anxions to consult the wishes 
of the Volunteers in every matter apper- 
taining to the Corps, and saw no possible 
objection to the proposal themselves ; but 
asit was a question which affected all three of 
the Rifle Companies, they thought it very 
desirable that the Volunteers should have 
an opportunity of expressing their opinion 
—Nos. 2and 3, as well as No. J. The 
meeting had only to pass a resolution 
on the subject, and the Couneil would be 
very happy to give it effect. 

Lieut. Sus, No. 1 Company, begged to 
ropose— 

‘That each Rifle Company shall in future elect 

its own officers, and all vacancies shall be filled 
up by election, without reference to seniority, 
all elections being subject, as hitherto, to the 
‘approval of the Council. 
If any opposition were offered to the 
resolution, he would be happy to explain 
the reasons for it, and to endeavour to 
meet any arguments against it. 

Private Harr seconded.

Hanviz was not aware, however, 
that any regulation with regard to seniority 
existed before.

‘THE PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. 


The third Concert of the Philharmonic 
Society was given on Tuesday week, 
avd was in every way worthy of the two 
which preceded it. There were four or 
chestral pieces, the Overture to Fidelio, 
and that to Oberon, Mendelssohn's Wed- 
cing March, and Mozart’s 6th Symphony 
(C.” major.) Beethoven’s Overture, the 
Jast of the immortal four which he wrote 
for his opera of the same name is a master- 
piece only surpassed by No. 3 of the 
series; while Weber's work, tiongh lacking 
the grandone and fire of the older master's, 
is a model of picturesque grace and 
romantic beauty. Beethoven has chosen 
to adhere to the severe form of operatic 
prelude adopted by Gluck and Mozart, 
consisting, asa rule, of afew slow bars of 
introduction, followed by aquick movement 
knownas anatlegro stretto, on account of cor- 

trict formal rules and limitations by 
which it was regulated and circumscribed. 
Te was based on a subject, of 
‘ simple, frequently of an uninterea! 
character, duveloped with more of coi 
trapuntal skill and regard to rhythm than 
freedom of fancy, and sometimes varied 
by the recurrence of a portion of the 
introductory adagio. Whether the master 
who revolutionised the Symphony inight 
not have emancipated the Overture, is a 
question we need not inguire into, Ho 
found the ‘ancient ways” broad enough 
for kim ; and perhaps the very.restrictions 
of the form may have acted as a spur to 
his genius ; the ‘‘ Procrustean bed” of the 
sonnet was the medium which Shakspeare 
and Wordsworth chose for some of their 
intensest imaginings. ‘The truth, perhaps, 
may be that the exuberance of genius 
requires some wholesome restraint ; and 
energies which would become attenuated 
by diffusion, gain concentration and 
intensity by’ compression, Weber, on 
the other hand, adopted the freer’ and 
more varied style of overture of which 
the French school, including Rossini, 
furnishes us with’ so many familiar 
examples, Here the instrumental iutro- 
duction aims at being a sort of micro- 
nusicnl panorama, 40 to speak, of 
the entire opera, from which melodious 
themes are called and placed in a setti 
of harmonic embellishment and 01 
ornamentation, Some such works have a 
fullness of development almost symphonic, 
and amongst these the Overtures to 
Freischiitz and Oberon take a very high— 
perhaps the  higheal—place, ‘The per 
formance of the latter by the band was 
ly successful—more so than that of 
Fidelio, in which the conductor seemed 
to have enough to do to keep the various 
| sections of his orchestra together, 
noticed that one of the drums was at least 
afull tone sharp in playing Oberon, and 
that the quaver beat of these instruments 
near the finish came in two whole bars too 
soon, tho result of which was that the 
characteristic syncopated beat in the third 
last bar was only noticeable by its absence. 

he Symphony as a whole went very 
well, The wind, it is true, might have 
been tronger in the trio, and the string 
might have thrown off the melody i 
the Adagio with more crispness and dis- 
tinetness, ‘Through a rather lengthy work, 
the interest is well sustained to the end, 
the last movement being, perhaps, the 
finest of the four. ‘The judicious addition of 
aB flat clarinet, ably played, contributed 
much to the general effect, and wo wero 
glad to see the double bass in the hands of 
an accomplished violoncellist, whose re- 
appearance in the orchestra Wwe hail with 
unfeigned satisfaction. His versatile pre- 
decessor in the post, whose conversance with 
every sort of instrument rivals that of the 
conductor himself, opportunely filled a 
vacancy just created in the ranks of the 
second violins,

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‘The pretty tenor song 
was sung with much effect, 
@istinct improvement in style and manage- 
of voice being perceptible. Eng! 
their daily speech are not 20 tender 
in their treatment of unaccented vowels 
as the Italians or French, but in singing 
they should be more careful, ‘The young 
lady in the song is a cretic, not a 
spondee,. we beg to observe.

The original was given on Tue 
day evening with pianoforte accompa 
ment—most carefully and sympathetically 
played, we may observe, Considering the 
vocal difficulties of the morceau, wo prefer 
rather to express our of the merit 
munifested in overcoming them so far, 
than to hit blots in what—with all short- 
comings—must be considered a very credit- 
able attempt to place beforw the audience 
concerted vocal music of a high order. 
‘The increasing number of such pieces in 
our recent concert programmes is a most 
commendable feature in them, and leads 
us to hope for still better things in the 
future. 

Violin and pianoforte solos added to the 
diversity of the evening’s entertainment. 
Variety is always agreeable, even w' 
accompanied by merit, but the combi 
of both in theso solo performances doubly 
enhanced their effect. ‘The Réverie of 
Dancla, a melodious composer and grace- 
ful adapter for his instrament, showed to 
advantage the skill and command over the 
violin which the player was well known

r critical capacity, if we do not ow 
wlves axstime a virtue when we have it 
nob, we are bound to detect a failing in 
another even though it exist not. Mind- 
ful of Publius Syro’s maxim, “ judex dam- 
natur cum nocens absolvitur” we are 
afraid lest we incur the awful fate menaced 
in the former verb if wo oxtend too liber- 
ally the plenary indulgence expressed by 
the latter ; and, accordingly, we must notice 
afew faults in intonation in the othe 
wise admirable rendering of tl 
verie. Last not least we come to the 
pianoforte solo. Mozart’s 19th Sonata

could not have been made, It is one 
of the most deservedly admired of the 
genial master’s compositions for this instru- 
ment, All three movements are excellent ; 
the last might have been written by Beet- 
hoven, and seems to be an anticipa 
of the’ modern Scherzo, previously, indeed, 
foreshadowed by Bach in his Gigues.. The

THE SHAM FIGHT. 


The sham fight on Monday took place in 
and around -the villages at the back of the 
road between the Ningpo joss-house and 
the Race Course. ‘The Naval Brigade, 
mustering about 200 strony, and havi 
with them a field-piece, sturted for the 
scene of action about noon; the Volun- 
teers, who mustered about half the nam- 
ber of their opponents, setting out about 
3 p.m. 

‘On reaching the Ningpo joss-house, th 
Miholoongs were marched towards. th 
waste yround on the left, supported by 
No. 2, while No. 1 (with which had incor- 
porated the only 5 members of No. 3 who 
turned out) rensained with the Gun on the 
right. The enemy were first discovered 
manning the new houses at the top of the 
French Maloo, and various cover extend- 
ing thence towards the country ; and a 
lively fire was opened, before which they 
fell back towards the village, within which 
the chief straggle took place, 
from a balloon, could one half the in 
that happened within that enclosure be 
descried or described. ‘The dodging of

‘occasional openings in fences enabled hostil 
ranks to exchange shots across intervening 
cabbage gardens; aud now opposing columns 
met each other unexpectedly round 
corners, had pitched battles and mutually 
retreated like the armies upon a Ch 
stage. Now the Miholoongs sarprised 
the Jacks; now the Jacks surprised the 
Gun; now a half Co. of No. 1 drawn 
acruss a bridge enjoyed the pleasure of 
calmly Sring at a line of atilors who 
were crossing a parallel bridge 100 yards 
Gor could have done soit they had 
not expended all their ammunition,—and 
now a Section of No. 2 was taken in flauk 
by some of the very men whom No. 1 
had failed to kill. 

Seriously, there was some very close 
fighting in and about that village; closer 
in one or two cases than was desirable. It 
is risky for excited men to get to close 
guarters,and when theMiholoones captured 
four or five blue jackets, and the laters’ 
comrades came with fixed bayonets to the 
rescue, things came very near a real scriin- 
mage. As it was, the only damage we 
hear reported is to a Miholoong who re- 
ceived a blank cartridge in his eyes at a 
few inches distance, and suffered rather 
painfully from the contents. ‘The officers 
on both sides, however, quickly retired their 
men, and the business of the day proceeded. 
How the Jacks got that gun is a mys- 
tery. The Miholoongs and No. 2 were 
under the impression that No. 1 was 
supporting them and the gun, and No.

day otherwise than by their own consent, 
we may infer that the Volunteers had 
learned much from the teaching of their 
opponents, The more frequently, then, 
such outings are repeated, the better. We 
heard only one expression among tho Vo- 
Tantoere—that they had a good afternoon's 
exercise and drill; and we gladly believe 
the Sailors also enjoyed the outing. 














‘THE LOSS OF THE STEAMER “ MANCHU.” 

The uncertainty which hung over the 
fate of the Mauchw was at Jength dispelled 
by the arrival, on Friday, of the 8. 8, N. 
steamer Shingking, bringing from Chefvo 
Captain Lowell, the 2ud mate and one 
fireman—the sole survivors, it is unfor- 
tunately too probable, of the crew of the 
lost steamer. ‘The story they have to tell 
is one of the most harrowing that can_well 
be conceived. We give the simple facts, 
with but slight verbal emendation, as they 
have been stated in Captain Lowell’s de- 
position made at the U. 8. Consulate-Ge- 
neral on Saturday, which was courteously 
placed at our service, E 

The Manchu left Nagasaki for Shanghai 
at 11 o’clock on the morning of the 14th 
March, with 823 tons of coal, including the 
contents of her bunkers. “She had on 
board, besides Captain Lowell, D. R. 
Spedding, the registered owner; J. H. 
Coker, a’ passenger; H. 'T. Jones, mate, 
A. Courage, 2nd mate; Tauchort, chief 
engineer, and Goder, 2ud_ engineer, 
The non-European portion of the crew 
and passengers (we believe the latter 
were very few) numbered 45, so far as 
known to Captain Lowell. ‘The steamer 
proceeded to sea, and about halfway from 
Nagasaki to Cape Gotto, a Japanese fishing 
boat was run into and sunk. ‘The vessel 
was at once turned round, a boat lowered, 
and all the crew picked up. Of these 
there were five, thus making a total of fifty 
persons, besides Europeans, on board the 
Bfanchw. ‘The steamer then continued 
her voyagé, all going well until Monday, 
the 16th, when a stong N. N. W. blow 
came on, with a heavy sea which caused her 
to roll a great deal. In consequence, the 
two coal bunkers gave way at once, ‘and 
‘the small coal running therefrom choked the 


























pumps and the engine, stopping the latter 
by falling in and all aronndit, From that 
time, about 5.30 a.m,, the engine ceased 
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to move. Every endeavour was used 
to free the pumps and pipes, but to 
no avail. The crew were set to. work to 
vale with buckets, some coal which was in 
bags on the main deck was thrown over- 
board, and then all hands, including pas- 
sengers, were engaged in baling. ‘These 
efforts were futile, however, the water 
speedily gaining. Captain Lowell next got 
out drags to try to get the vessel’s head to 
the wind, but they proved of little use, 
owing to’ the rolling of the ship, and the 
high and boisterous sea running.” During 
the night of the 16th and morning of the 
17th, the second mate, by his orders, was

daylight on the 17th the water was up to the 
maindeck beams.

ordered the crew and passengers into the 
boats, of which there were four, two life- 
boatsin good order, and twoordinary wooden 
ship’s boats, The boats were successfully 
launched and, exhausted with fatigue and 
anxiety as they were, all embarked in them 
safely, and pulled a short distance from 
the ship. They had not been in them 
more than 15 or 20 minutes however, when 
the mate's boat (a lifeboat) filled with 
water and awamped, losing the 2nd en;

Before he reached the swamped 
boat however, it had turned over, and all 
who were in it were lost, except Jones, the 
mate, andaChinese boy, who were got 
into the Captain’s boat, the former (Jones) 
being ut this time insane from exposure.

‘one of the wooden boats had swamped, and 
went to the rescue again, only to find, when

eril of his own boat’s situation, Captain 
Lowell therefore kept her hove to until 2 
p.m, of the 17th, when, the wind haulinj 
more to the westward, sail was made an 
course steered for the coast of Japan. 
Her position at the time was about 130 
miles from Cape Goto, ina 8. W. by W. 
4. direction. About 10 minutes after 
putting sail on her, the boat swamped, 
and turned partly over, losing nine Chinese. 
She was now water-logyed, and as each suc- 
ive sea broke over hor, the frightful 
position of her crew may. be imagined. 
‘About 4.30 p.m. Mr. Coker, in the madness 
of despair, jumped overboard, having bid 
hiis comrades good-bye, saying he could 
stand it no longer, the ‘agony was insup- 
portable and he wanted to put an end to 
his sufferings. He had suffered from 
sickness, and was sick when he went on 
Doard at Nagasaki, About dark, Mr. 
Jones, who had been ina state of raving 
insanity from the time he was taken from 
his own boat, crawled overboard. What 
must have been the feelings of the few an- 
happy survivors, aftera series of such fear-

A Chinese who ate a quantity of opium 
next died in the boat, but still Captain 
Lowell and his mate hoped on, and they 
were rewarded. The weather moderated, 
and they put the only two remaining Chi- 
nese overboard, with a rope to each oar, 
for them to rest on, in order that the 
water-logged boat could be baled out. 
While they were doing this, one of the 
Chinese threw up his hands, let go his oar, 
1d disappeared Shortly after, the boat 
having been baled out, and the’ sea being 
comparatively calm, the only survivin; 
Chinaman was taken inboard again, anc 
the two exhausted men rested themselves. 
‘The next night was passed in the boat. 
All this time, the only things that had been 
found to eat and drink were two Chinese 
hams and one bottle of Bourbon whiskey— 
the water beakers and much besides 
been lost. At daylight of the 39th a 
was sighted, and the boat pulled for her, 
making signals with two towels on an oar. 
‘The vessel fortunately observed the signals, 
and running down to the boat picked up 
the small remnant which had survived such 
awful experiences, to tellof them and the 
sad fate of 54 of the 57 who had left the 
sinking steamer. ‘The vessel that thus 
opportonely crossed the track of the cast- 
aways proved to be the German. brig Otto, 
Captain Adamson, bound from Yokoh: 
to Chefvo, and the greatest kindness w» 
manifested to the shipwrecked men by all 
on board of her, ig the 11 days which 
elupsed before Chefoo was reached. 

At the U. S. Consulate-General, on 
Saturday, a number of the widows and 
friends of Chinese lost in the Manche 
appeared, to get news of their friends or 
assistance for themselves. Some six or 
i widows with families ; and, 
areno funds from which 
they can be relieved, we commend their 
case to the public of Shanghai, never deaf 
to an appeal for charity. Of the stern 
reality of their destitute condition there 
can be no doubt ; and we think the widows 
and children of Chinese sailors who man 
foreign vessels some claim to the 
sympathy and aid which would be extended 
to their foreign sisters under similar cir- 
cumstances, Dr, Yates will. we understand, 
take charge of contributions and see to 
their proper application. 





























































LOSS OF THE M. M.S. “NIL,” 

It is with feelings of profound regret that 
we have to announce the loss of the M. Mf 
S.8. Nil, accompanied by an appalling 
Joss of life. It appears from the meagre 
details furnished in the despatch from the 
Kencho to the French Consul (to whose 
kindness we are indebted for the infor- 
mation), that the Nil left Hongkong on 
the 13th instant. id that she was lost 
during a gale of wind on the night of Fri- 
day, the 20th, in the neighborhood of Cape 
Tdsn, owing to her machinery having bro- 
Ken down, So far as our present informa- 
tion extends, ouly four survivors have 
been saved, out of a total number on board. 
of 146 persons, 60 of whom composed the 
crew, whilst the remaining 86 were passen- 
gers. On the 21st one of the saved, who 
fumished the foregoing information, 
reached the village of Isouma, or Shiranai, 
at Kamo, near Cape Idsu, and: stated that 
of four who attempted to swim on shore, 
he was the only one who reached it alive. 
‘Three days afterwards, on the 24th, three 
other survivors reached a neighboring 
village named Tsumara, but of the remain- 
der of the crew and passengers there is not 
any news, though it is hoped that others 




















have succeeded in reaching the shore.

His contention was that between the 10th 
Jan., when the contract was resumed, and 
subsequently on the 16thJan., when the papers 
were handed over to Mr. ‘Rennie—between 
those times and the 3rd February was not a 
reasonable time to remove any doubts as to the 
title. ‘The plaintiffs never had an opportunit 
toremove these. No objections were made til 
about the 20th Jan., when for the first time 
the defendants gave three reasons for not 
completing the purchase. Mr. Blydenburgh's 





























£0 | partnership was dissolved on the 3lat Dec., 


and his letters went to shew that he was 
anxious to get Home; but that was no reason for 
the purchase being ‘thrown up. Tt remained 
@ matter of settlement as much as any other 
matter in connection with the estate of 
Smith Archer & Co, Because between the 
16th Jan. and the 3rd Feb., the whole matter 
was not completed, and the repairs could not 
be made, that was no reason the plaintiffs 
should be treated in the summary manner in 
which they had been treated. .He contended 
that there had been no unreasonable delay 
the 10th Jau. whatever ; and that the 
plaintiffs did all they could to facilitate 
tatters aud to oblige Mr, Blydenburgh, who 
wanted to leave. Mr. Ashton bad told ‘them 
that the second objection lad uot long since 
been removed, and the mortgage cancelled 
at the Consulate. If there was anything 
requiring alteration, it could be done very 
easily. They knew that title deeds were 
altered here’ continually, and it was for 
the defendants to prove that it could not be 
done—that it could not be converted into a 
ood Chinese title deed, in a reanonable time 
hey ought likewise to have told the plain- 
tiffs what authentication of the copy deed 
of arrangement was required. The Court 
did not know even yet what authentica- 
jon the defendants considered necessary. 
As to “reasonable,” he should leave the Court 
to decide what time was necessary to complete 
thecontract. With regard to the suggestion 
which had been thrown out, that the defendants 
had lost money and been ‘put to a vexatious 
delay, if, as the letiers written in September 
and October implied, thisaggrieved them, it was 
for tlem then to have taken proceedings against 
aintiffs to recover damages, and not press 
it into their grievances connected with a 
transaction months later. “Furthermore, the 
defendants had not done anything up to this 
moment to prove the title to be wrong, and 
in fact had’ never taken the trouble to see, 
and this was not the time to doit. He would 
ask the Court, before it made a decree, to take 
into cousideration whether or not the plaintiffs 
had not done their best in the month of June, 
and subsequently in January to remove the 
objections, and if so whether they were not 
entitled to a reasonable time to do it in. 

Mr. Warsewrtour then addressed the 
Court for the defendants. As far as they 
were concerned, the coutract might be con- 
sidered as binding on the 29th June, 1872, they 
having at that timeelected toexercisetheoption 
of purchasing the property at Tis, 60,000. The 
plaintiffs appeared to be in point of fact un- 
Milling verdors in the first instance, a eon- 
siderable interval elapsing between the time 
the matter was first mooted and a defiuite set- 
tlement being arrived at. It appeared from the 
evidence of ‘Mr. Blydeuburgh that from the 
28th May, 1873, to September, the defen- 
dant made frequent applications to Mr. 
‘Ashton, who was the acting representative of 


























the trustees, about the title, and mentioned 
the inconvenience and annoyance they were 
experiencing for want of it. When they ob- 
tained it, it was their intention to have made 
extensive repairs on the premises, but they 
were prevented, not being in a position to be- 
come owners. ‘The next letter coming under 
his notice in order of date was that of the 21st 
July, 1873, from Mr. Blydenburgh to Mr. 
‘Ashton, after which there was furtherevidence 
of remonstrances having been made about 
the delay of the title. A telegram upon the 
subject appeared to have been sent about the 
7th August. On the 4th Sept. Mr. Blyden- 
burgh wrote again suggesting that Mr. Ashton 
should telegraph to the parties further. From 
‘Mr. Blydenburgh’s evidence it appeared this 
led to an unsatisfactory answer from Mr, 
Ashton, and on 8th Sept. 1873, the former gave 
notice hatin consequence of the loug aud un- 
reasonable delay, which had caused the defen- 
dants much inconvenience, he begged to notify 
that unless things were notin beter order by 
the 15th Oct. following, they should reserve 
their right to withdraw from the contract. 
‘Then followed the letter of the 16th Octobi 
It wasat least nine months after the time fir 
fixed that the plaintiffs were in a po 
tion to give any kind of title to the property, 
the purchasers having waited all that time and. 
constantly remonstrated with the plaintiffs ‘as 
to thedelay. When Mr. Blydenburgh was being 
examined on this point, and giving eviden; 
as to one particular time when he remon- 
strated at the great delay with one of the 
opposite party, Mr. Miller ingeniously asked 
whether the conversation did uot take place 
on the Bund, and whether it was really 
a serious remonstrance, ‘That of course 
led to the inference that it was a sort 
of casual remark, ‘The Bund had such 
a bad name for convers:tions of an unbusi- 
ness like character, that he (the speaker) had 
thought he was quite entitled to remove any 
impression the word “Bund” might have 
created, and the answer was, that Mr. Bly- 
denbrgh was speaking quite seriguay on this 
particular occasion. Mr, Blydenburgh wrote 
aletter on the 10th Jan., which plaintiffs’ 
counse] wished the Court 'to look upon a9 a 
sort of waiver of all that had gone before, 
and as the creation of a new coutract, Ho 
should try to show that it was no waiver 
at all, Ho would ask the Court to Jook upon 
it merely as a natural act on the part of a man 
in Mr. islydenburgh’s position and under his 
circumstauces. He said virtually; Now if you 
are all right, and your title perfect, and if I 
‘shall not have to wait any longer, I will take 
the property ; if otherwise, I hold to my pre- 
ious position, which, under the letter of the 
sober, was iply entire freedom from 
the contract. If a waiver at all, it was 
merely conditional—the condition had never 
been fulfilled, in consequence of a mess 
owing to two lawyers having got in the way, 
‘There seemed to have, een great misunder- 
standing on the part of the other side, about 
the positions of the two gentlemen who wére 
acting in some sense as Messrs, Smith Archer 
and Co.’s advisers. But he thought, on look- 
ing at the evidence, it was quite clear 
that Mr. Blydenburgh merely went the 
Jength of asking Mr. Rennie's advice on 
the title. He never intended for moment 
that Mr, Rennie should step in as his man of 
business generally, because he ever gave 
any notice of that kind to Mr. Eames ; and it 
‘would have been absurd for Mr. Rennie and 
Mr. Eames to have been corresponding with the 
other side, the one behind the other's badk. 
Out heretherewas not that distinction between 
counsel and solicitor which existed in England, 
where their respective duties were separate 
aud well defined.. The solicitor was imme- 
diately in communication with the other 
‘but counsel simply dealt with, the law, gay 
adviee, and so on, But no doubt Mr. Ren- 
nie, (although no doubt he had the very 
best intentions in so doing,) in going to Mr. 
Ashton and examining the title deeds without 
consulting Mr. Eames, was exceeding the 
scope of his authority. Probably he thought 
it was the best thing to do towards arranging 
matters satisfactorily, although it did not turn 
out so, With regard to the objections 
to the title, there was really very little 
to say, as he thought the plaintiff had already 
made out his case. It was quite clear in look- 
jing at the document concerned—the one first 
handed in as the copy of the deed of arrange- 
ment—that there was nob a particle of 
authenticity about it, that it did not bear 
‘any proof of being a true copy, and so on, 
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No one would contend for a moment that 
Such a transaction should be completed when 
there were any doubts as to an important 
document like that. This was the deed 
upon which the whole thing turned ; and 
the defendants were presented with a 
document that came they did not know 
where from, and naturally they at once pulled 
‘up and said, “this wout do.” The other side 
at once turned round and asked, “what do 
you want?” but the want was so apparent 
that it was quite idle to ask the question ; 
and it was a proof that the plaintiffs knew 
what was wanted, for they telegraphed home, 
and by the last mail received the a copy of deed, 
properly authenticated no doubt, He sub- 
mitted with considerable confidence that the 
first copy bore on the face of it the appearance 
of being an imperfect copy. The plaintiffs? 
Counsel had made some observations about 
time not having been a part of this contract, 
but it was a° well-established principle of 
‘equity and Inw that whether time was or was 
not originally specified in the contract for the 
sale or purchase of property, it might be 
specified subsequently on notice being given 
Uy either party, "He was in position to cite 
‘8 number of cases in support of this view, but 
would only trouble the Court with a few. 
Laylor v. Brown, 9 U. J., Equity ; Walker 
v. Jeffreys, I, Le Sy Equi ity 5 Southcomb v. 
Bishop of Beeler, 16, L. J., Equity, were in 
support of his argument, As regards the rea- 
sonableness of the notice given by defendants, 
ho did not think the Court would have any 
doubt that far more than sufficient was given, 
taking into consideration that it extended 
from the 8th December to the 15th October. 
nthe 7th August, plaintiffs wrote that 
they believed the title deeds would arrive in 
Soptember, but they did not come, aud the 
defendants waited two mails at least beyond 
the one specified, befor: i 
formed the plaintiffs 
the matter at an end. ‘The letter of January 
was no waiver whatever of the letters 
of the 8th September and 16th Oct. With 
rogard to the objections to the title; plaio- 
tiff's Counsel had comm 

specified what they required, 
but he had shown that they already knew 
what it was, this being proved by the fact 
of their telegraphing home and getting out 
another copy deed. {twas equally clear that

on the part of the defendants, also consider 
that, under the circumstances, very great hard- 
ship’ would be entailed upon them if they 
were forced to complete a purchase long after 
the time for its completion had expired. It 
‘was quite clear from Mr. Blydenburgh’s evi- 
dence and the correspondence, that the delay 
was seriously prejudicial to the defendants ; 
and he confidently submitted that the Court 
would not exercise its jurisdiction in enforcing 
the contract after such a lapse of time as this. 
With these remarks he left the case in the 
hands of the Court. 
Tudgment was reserved.
